One brakeiuau es- 
corted a lady to the station and returned to- 
wards (he train, which wan still In sight. Ills 
light went out and after he had .^ute.cd the 
station and lighted It he found the Uaiii gone. 


On such a gi.de the train could not have 


stood a moment If left uubraked, and further- 
more the engine* and air brakes could not 
have been disconnected unlMi the train had 
been held by hand brakes to ease tbe train, 
They express the belief that tbe brakes were 
prosily set and the train was tampered with.
